“| Women and Children -Starving as 
Result of Army’s Mobilization. 


ATHENS, Feb. 26, (via Paris, Feb. 
27; delayed in transmission.)—Barefoot- 
ed and ragged women in large numbers, 
many with babies in arms, procecded 
from the. quarters. of the working classes 
yesterday to Parliament, stopped ingo- 
ing. Deputies, and pleadéd that the 
Charfiber relieve the distress’ caused by 
‘mobilization, of the men and non-pay- 
mcnt of allowances to. their» families. 
There was no disorder. »-Several of the 
Deputies, moved by the pitiful demon- 
stration, addressed the women, promis- 
ing: relief.

EXPLOSIVES WRECK FACTORY 


T.-N. T. Blows ER in. Bay. State 
Plant—May Be Loss of Life. 

WORURN, Mass., Tuesday, Feb. 29.— 
The T. N. T. building ofthe Néw Eng- 
land Chemical Company blew up-with a 
terrific explosion early this morning. 

Tri-nitro tolvoly which: was. stored in 
that’ part.of the chemical plant, is one 
of the most powerful explosives used in 
the manufacture of war munitions. 

The plant was located in a remote 
part of .North Woburn, but. ninetéen | 
other buildings, where heavy war orders 
were being filled, are near by. Among 
the structures: are: those of the Merri- 
mac Chemical Company. 

So great was the confusion immé- 
diately after the explosion that it could 
not be learned whether there was any 
floss of life. 

Twenty men were usually employed in 
the part of the plant where the explo- 
sion oceurred, but. first reports stated 
that’ only one was known to be injured.

Tt has been revealed also that the 
amount .of suction which accompanies 
the_ sinking of a large vessel -has been 
greatly overrated. fany of the Ma- 
loja’s survivors who were in the water 
only. a few yards from the sinking liner 
declared that her downward plunge. was 
hardly perceptible. 


DOVER, Feb. 28,—The Peninsular and 
Oriental Company: statement regard- 
ing. the number of persons on board the 
Maloja, issued today, showed -that of 
119 passengers 19 were children, while 
the ship’s officers. were given ‘as ~in- 
cluding the commander, four navigating 
officers, thirteen engineering officers, a 
surgeon, and a purser. 

A continuous search for surv ivors is 
being thade by- boats in the-yvicinity of7 
the sunken steamer, and: inquiries are 
being made along the coast.

BERLIN, Feb. 28, (by Wireless to 
Sayville.)—The Overseas News Agency 
today issued a statement, which supple- 
ments the account given-out yesterday 
ef. the dpina te done by the airship. at- 
tack ‘on, England on the, night of Jan. 
31-Feb.- 1 e_new statement follows: 

"SAC, Birminaham two» government 
factories and two ammunition factories 
were. destroyed. -One brewery was 
damaged at Wecleshil. Near Bradford 
one ammunition factory and three spin- 
ning-mills were wrecked. At Partington 
one bomb destroyed twenty-two houses. 

‘On’ ‘the mber a battery was 
silenced, the cannon and searchlights 
being destroyed. At Grimsby. and in 
the vicinity of ‘Hull considerable damage 
was done; as was also the case at 
Sheffield. 

“The cruiser Caroline and the de- 
stroyers Eden and Nith were sunk.

The 
single taxin tl@ir hands ought to 
appropriate all unearned increment in 
eity and. coiintry alike and ought to 
tax farm land tntil it produces all 
that it is capable of. UWnused-land in 
private ownership is an insult and 
injury to the community. By all 
means let the New Jersey tax reform- 
ers be more logical and thorough than 
the New York single taxers. Let 
them raise all their taxes from land 
alone, in city and country alike, 
exempting only the labor and capital 
necessary to put the land to the use 
of the community. . The attractions of 
New Jersey then will draw farmers 
and capitalists in such numbers that 
the New York single taxers will learn 
how to draw them back again in the 
same way. 

There must be a reason why the 
New York single taxers are so blind 
to the merits of their proposal that 
"they propose to restrict it to the city. 
It is manifest how much it would 
strengthen the plan to extend it 
through the rural districts, without 
whose vote it could not be imposed 
upon the city.

Since Professor Phelps’s statemént regard- 
ing recent performances of ‘‘ Measure for 
Measure," ‘Troilus and Cressida,’ and

haps not be an impertinence to offer further 
emendations. It is quite true that the last- 
known performance of “‘ Pericles” given out- 
side of the. Continent falls well before the be. 
ginning of Professor Phelps’s lifetime, It took 
place in 1854 at the Sadler's Wells Theatre 
in London, - The other two plays, however, 
are really part of quite contemporary Eng- 
lish and American stage history. -“' Measure 
for Measure’’ was at the very crest of its 
popularity between 1888 and 1898, and Mme. 
Modjeska revived it at least four different 
years in. New, York City alone, to say noth- 
ing of her appearances in Boston and-Phila- 
delphia and elsewhere. ‘‘ Troilus and Ores- 
sida’ is known to have enjoyed only. three 
performances since Shakespeare’s death: The 
first wae in Munich in April, 1808, ‘I believe; 
the second was in Berlin in September, 1904, 
and the third in London in Jurie, 1907.

Less than half-are West Pointers, and 
this obtains in the army generally. In 
every one of the Sixth,, Eleventh, Four- 
teenth, Twenty-seventh, Twenty-eighth, 
and Twenty-ninth Regiments of infantry 
there are eleven army appointments, in 
the Twentieth there are twelve, in the 
Seventh and Nineteenth’ there are thir- 
teen, and in each of the Twelfth and’ 
Twenty-sixth Regiments there are fif- 
teen, the aggregate of officers remain- 
ing. about the same as above, In some 
of the remaining regiments of ‘infantry 
there are fewer, as is also the case in the 
cavalry and artillery because the mount- 
éd service has always been a favorite 
one with the West Point graduate, and 
he has naturally been .considered better 
fitted for the more technical artillery 
regiments and corps. 

I'am sorry that I cannot-likewise an- 
swer, with official data, the letter en- 
titled “The Enlisted Man andthe Offi- 
cer,” by ‘‘ An ex-Private in the United 
States and British Armies,” who seems 
to go one better than Dr. Rainsford.

It requires no prolonged argument to 
establish that absence from a military 
duty. is a very serious infraction, in- 
deed, of discipline; that, in fact, it 
strikes at the very root of it. The win- 
ning of a battle—nay, the very ex- 
istence of .an army itself—may depend 
upon prompt ‘and unfailing attendance 
at rolt calls, In time of war, continued 
absence, that is, desertion, is every- 
wheré punishable with death. When 
unavoidable, any absence is always 
condoned in our. service. 

Every army in the world is required 
to police its own barracks and camps, 
and urs with greater reason, because 
it is better paid than any other. This 
is a. necessary part of military hygiene 
or sanitation. Our soldiers may also 
be detailed as commissary or quarter- 
master clerks and laborers, drivers of 
post and camp wagons, &c., but they 
receive extra pay as such, and the 
places are always eagerly sought.

From a Wreck Survivor. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Those of us who had the great good fortune 
to come out of the wreck at Milford alive 
and uninjured have doubtless .\been doing a 
good deal of thinking since last Tuesday. 
May I add a few words to the general dis- 
cussion of how such a terrible disaster as 
this could have been avoided? 

I was on the Connecticut River Special. 
Just before our train stopped I had begun to 
read. From the amount read I know. that 
We could scarcely have been standing still 
five minutes before the crash came. 

This raises two points: If trains are to be 
run two minutes or even ten minutes apart, 
and if there is @ possibility that smoke trom 
@ passing train can obscure the signals, the 
engineer. should always slow down whenever 
he cannot see a long stretch of track ahead, 
Secondly, was any time lost before the flag- 
man went back to flag Train 5? I can walk 
700 feet in 2 minutes and 20 seconds. A man 
could cover that distance on an easy run in 1 
minute and 20 seconds, If the flagman had 
started at once, therefore, he ought to have 
reached the curve before No. 5 was upon us.

PHYSICAL TRAINING NEEDED. 


Military Drill Found Unsatisfactory 
in: Boston Schools. 


To the Editor of The New York Timea: 
Along - with the -preparedness movement 


there comes a demand for military training |. 


in the public schools, Now, what is ‘mill- 
tary training in the eyes of those who’ cry 
loudest for its Introduction? It seems*to be 
the drilling of pupils in the mantel of arms 
and the most elementary tactice—things 
which can be taught in from four to six 
weeks, so. military men tell us. ‘In Boston, 
where such training goes on in some of the 
High Schools, the National. Guard officers 
seriously object to it, on the ground that it 
amounts to practically nothing as military 
preparation, and what is worse, it {nterferes 
with later enlistment. in the National Guard 
through the development of a distaste for 
things military, because of the nauseating 
monotony of the drill, limited in variety as it 
must be by. the small available space in 
school butfldings. . 

Military training hes as its basis physical 
efficiency. The soldier must have strong, 
agile, enduring muscles. His life will often 
depend on his ability to get in or out of a 
trench quickly, or to dig himself in. His 
usefulness will depend on his being able to 
ride many hours in crowded cars or motor 
buses, and then to march all night. Vig- 
orous hearts and lungs are néeded for: the 
sprint of the bayonet charge, with the hard, 
accurate thrust or parry at the end. The’ 
contifuous bursting of shells, mines, or 
grenades calls for more enduring nerves than 
Resistance to the diseases in- 
cident to camp life goes with vigorous. phy- 
sique and abounding vitality. 

Vigorous enduring . bodies cannot be ob- 
tained by the manual of arms and marching 
tactics.’ France and Germany found this out 
some time ago and threw out of the schools 
the so-called military training, and put.in 
place of it physical training. Great Britain’s 
experience in the Boer war with weakling 
recruits forced her to pay attention to the 
condition of the pupils in her schools, and
